The Residence of Chas. A. Wickham, on 
North Taylor Avenue, Entered by 
» Thieves Who Secreted Themselves and 
‘Waited Their Chance—Two Thousand 
Dollars Taken From a Vest Pocket—A 
Footprint in the Dust the Only Clue. 


Last night the residence of Charles A. Wick- 
ham, proprietor of the Grand Restaurant, 
814 St, Charles street, the residence being lo- 
cated on the northwest corner of Taylor and 
McPherson avenues, in the West End, was 
burglarized of $2,000 in cash and a lot of 
valuable jewelry. The robbery was commit- 
ted after the burglars had chloroformed Mr. 
Wickham-and his wife and sister, and 
it is now known that the burgiar or burglars 
were secreted in the house all night awaiting 
the opportunity to thus chloroform its in- 
matesand then get away with their rich 
booty. 

The startling story wasthe talk of all the 
employes and patrons of the Grand Restau- 
rant from an eariyhour this morning. Mr. 
Wickham’s first step upon cOming down- 
town had beento notify the police and then 
to return to his residence with Detective 
Pat Lawler to put an investigation under 
Way. The private watchman of that block, 
whose name Mr. Wickhan thinks. is Murphy, 
Was not at home to-day and Detective 
Lawler is looking for him. The only 
clew to the identity of the burglar and 
chloroformer is the measurement of the im- 
print of his shoeih the dust of the front yard 
of the Wickham residence. A short time 
after the Wickham house was burgiarized 
the robbers were disturbed in the 
work of sacking the houseof Mr. A. L. Berry 
of the Berry-Horn Coal Co., just across the 
street from the Wickhams. Mr. Berry awoke 
and fred twoshotsatthe unseen thieves in 
the dark, forcing them to flee. 

USED CHLOROFORM. 

Mr. Charlies H. Wickham was seen by a 
Post-DisPaTCH reporter who had heard the 
story atthe Grand Restaurant. He gave the 
detatis of the chioroforming and burglary as 
follows: | 

**Last night whenIwent home,’’ he sata, 
‘*‘my wife and sister told me there wasa 
burglar hidden in the bouse. They had 
heara him down stairs, but were afraid to 
investigate, beingalone. I laughed at them, 
because they have always been springing 
burglar and ghost stories on me. But to 
satisfy them I took a lamp.and made a 
very thorough search of the house, as I 
thought, from the cellar to the garret. 
Then I went upstairs and took off my over- 
coat, coat and vest, and hung them acrossa 
chair. In the inside breast pocket ofthe 
vest was the sum of $2,000 in 
$100 bills, done up in a roll 
and secured with rabber bands. Noone, not 
even my wife, knew that I had taken this 
money home last night. Lintended to use it 
as a surprise to my partner to-day 
in paying of some notes’ that we 
have on two other restaurants here, one 
on Seventh street and one next door to the 
dime museum. Shortly after that we went 
to bed. Again during the night my wife 
woke me up and said she was sure there 
wasa burglarin the house. 1 quieted her, 
laughing at her, and went to sleep again. 

‘*This morning lwas awakened by the sun 


streaming in the room. 
**I] generally get up before daybreak, being 


wakened by the night-watchman ringing our 
front door bell, but he did not ring 
it this -morning. When I got up 
I fell suddenly to the floor. 
Ilarose agdin andtried to walk, but fell once 
more from a strange weakness and bDblind- 
mess. I thought I must have been 
setzed th a sudden fainting. spell. 
After awhile I recovered somewhat and 


then tried to arouse my wife, but cou!d not. 
Inext wentto my sister’s room, and after 
much difficulty aroused her. Then, following 
much effort, we at last awoke my 
wife. The smetl of chloroform was plainly 
noticeable in the rooms. Papers, etc., were 
scattered about the floor. ‘The firstthingI 
jooked for when I realized what must have 
happened was the $2,000 in my vest 
pocket. It was gone. All mv wife’s jewelry 
and about $50in money which she had was 
gone also. Iheonly things of that nature 
not taken were a diamond stud in my 
shirtand my wife’s watch, set with dlia- 
monds. My wife’s pocketbook had been 
rified and then thrown on the ground onut- 
side the house. The print of a man’s 
shoe leaving the house was in _ the 
dust of the fuont whlk. It was abouta No. 
10shoe. Thisis the only clue we bave. Last 
night, I Suppose, after we had been robbed, 
Mr. Berry, across the street, was 
awakened by robbersin his house and flred 
at them, frightening themaway. He did not 
see them and so can give no description. Our 
night watchman Was an old man whose 
namelI think is Murphy. His _ fallure to 
wake meup and to show up afterwards is 
strange. know he could not 
have rung the front door bell, 
because the front door was wide open, as 
the robbers had left it. The parlor window 
was alsoopen. Mr. Berry’s front door and 
parlor window were also wide open. 
WHERE WAS THE WATCHMAN? 

‘*Both houses are right under the electric 
light on that corner, so that the night 
watchman, had he been doing his duty, must 
have seen all these open doors. and 
windows. The number of my house is 401 
North ‘Taylor avenue. I am sure that we 
were all chloroformed by the burglars, who 
must have been hidden in the house all 


night. 

‘*When Ireported the case to the police 
Detective Lawler was sent out with me. We 
made inquiries for the night-watchman, but 
could not find bim. Idonot know where he 
lives. Lawler is working on the case now.’’

‘INNIPEG, Manitoba, Oct. 6.—-A serious ac-

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14, [learned that there was reason to fear 
that Prof, Reid and two assistants, who have 
been engaged in making a scientific examina- 
tion of the Muir glacier during the summer, 


had met with some accident! and needed as- 
sistance, The Captain had been at the gla- 
cier on Sept. 1, expecting to find Prof. Keid 
there and bring him away, as no other 
trips will be made by the steamer to 
Glacier Bay this season; but none of the 
party were found at their cabin near the face 
of the glacier, and no message had been left 
in regard to their whereabouts. Their boat 
was gone, but their effects were stillin the 
cabin. Isailed on the 5th for Glacier Bay. 
On the 6th inIcy Straits, just before rounding 
the entrance of Glacier Bay. we met Prof. 
Retd and one assistant inasmall 15-foot boat, 
with which they were tryingtoreach Junia, 
In order to obtain assistance. One assistant 
had been left atthe giacier with the Instru- 
ments and baggage of the party, as the boat 
was too small tocarry more than the two men 
They had been two days in making the thirty 
miles, which they were then distant fromthe 
glacier, and hada limited amount of hard 
bread only in the way of provisions. I took 
them on board with their boat and stood off 
into Glacier Bay, nut as the weather came on 
thick and rainy 1 anchored ati p. m. in Bart- 
lett Bay. The weather baving been cleared 
on the following morning I proceeded up 
Glacier Bay, and although it was well filled 
with ice, I succeeded in making the face of 
the glacier at 3:30 p. m., when the third man 
of the party was tound and taken on board, 
together with all instruments and effects. 

Leaving the glacier at 4p. m., we were 
clear of the bay and the ice at 7:30 0’clock 
and reached Sitka at 3 p. m. on Sept. 6. 

Prof. Reid stated in explanation of his ab- 
sence from the cabinon Sept.1, when the 
Oity of Topeka arrived, that he had gone in 
the steamer Queen. which had reached the 
glacier on Aug. 30, to the great Pacific 
giacter, twenty ‘miles distant from these, to 
finish some work there, expecting to be back 
before the arrival of the City of Topeka, 
which he anticipated would be on the 2d 
or 3d of September. He had completed 
his work on Aug. 31 and had returned to 
within eight miles of his cabin and could 
neither see the ship nor be seen by her an ac- 
count of intervening land and ice. 

The coast survey steamer Hassler and the 
seized vessels Coquitiam and Winnifred are 
now inthis harbor. I have secured tire Pinta 
at her winter mooring, asI know of nothing 
tO require her preselice elsewhere and as the 
season has arrived when severe storms and 
general bad weather may be expected. 


BROUGHT THE SEALERS TO. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 6.—The sealing 
schooner Wiilard Ainsworth returned yes- 
terday from her maiden sealingcruise, which 
netted her 880 skins. The Ainsworth had an 
exciting brush with the U. 8. ship Mohican, 
on May 23. Last year the terms of the modus 
vivendl were that any schooner leaving port 
before the agreement had been mace, and 
not being warned, could not be seized for 
taking seals inthe Behring sea. Nearly all 
the schooners th!s year left port before the 
new modus vivend! had been signed, and aid 
not known that it provided for seizure in the 
sea whether ornot warning had been given. 
Consequently every schooner that sighted a 
man-or-war tried to get away to avoid warn- 
ing. On the day mentioned, when, some- 
where to the scuthwest of Middleton Island, 
the Ainsworth sighted the Mohican and 
ciapped on ail sail to escape. ‘Ihe cruiser 
gave chase and with steam and sail overtook 
her. When she Was almost alongside. the 
Ainsworth put about and got away some 
minutes before the Mohican could get around, 
but when she did she bore down on the schoon- 
er very fast. The Ainsworth went about and 
gotaway again. The commander ofthe cruiser 
then evidently lost his temper, fora gun was 
run out forward. This time when "she came 
within halling distance she commenced bla- 
zingaway. YTive shots were fired, and then 
Capt. Cantillion concluded to stop. No dam- 
age was done, asthe shots whistied through 
the rigging, some of the{crew narrowly es- 
caping belng hit. 

Ensign Harrison, a nephew of President 
Harrison, boarded the schooner and served 
official warning to keep out of the sea. 

/ NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 6.—The two naval 
ships for which proposals were issued by 
the Navy Department last week will contain 
anew feature in modern naval construction 
and'which our navy will be the first to adopt. 
Each vessel will contain three smoke fun- 
nels, 100 feet high, or higher by thirty or 
forty feet than any smokestacks on naval or 
merchant ships, with the exception of the 
English merchant steamer Scot, which has 
adopted a high stack. These new stacks, it 
is thought, will do away with forced draft. 


CARMAUX MINERS. 


No Indications of Yielding by Either Side 
to the Controversy. 

Paris, Oct. 6.—It was hoped that some ar- 
rangement would be arrived at to settle the 
long continued struggle of the miners at Car- 
maux, who areon strike because of the dis- 
charge by the mining company of M. Calvig- 
nac,a working miner, who was some time 
ago elected Mayor of Carmaux. The company 


claimed that he devoted too muth of his time 
to bis municipal duties and dispensed 
with his services. The men demanded 
his reinstatement, and when this 
was refused a majority of the miners 
went on strike. Much disturbance has 
resulted and a number of disorderly 
miners have been sent to prison. Neither 
side will yleld an inch, though it is generally 
thought thatifa littie more generous elas- 
ticity was shown on each side the trouble 
could be easily adjusted. To-day the union 
held a meeting and decided that they would 
continue the struggle. 

The glassworks at Carmaux employ many 
hands and they aiso are on a strike. They 
went out in sympathy with the miners in 
the latter’s efforts to secure the reinstate- 
iment of M. Caivignac, 


STREET CAR MEN STRIKE. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 6.—The conductors 
and motormen ofthe Citizens’ Street Rail- 
way struck this morning for 18 Cents 


per hour and a ten-hour day. 
They have been getting 14 cents. 
A few cars are running and the company ex- 
pects to have the lines in full operation with 
non-union men. W. E. Wade, a striker, is 
under arrest for drawing a pistol on a volun- 
teer motorman.

Paris, Oct. 6.—The rowing match between 
the club of Parisian oarsmen, Circle de l’Ay-

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The Boy Was Given the Money by Page 
Padberg and Given Also the Name of « 
Fictitious Person From Whom He Was 
to Claim He Had Received It-—He For- 
rot His Story. 


The mysterious ‘‘Marshall remit case’’ is 
losing its mystery by degrees. 

As it does so, the still more mysterious 
Thos. E. Smith, who figured as the wicked 
beneficiary of the remitted fine and then 
apparently dropped off the face of the earth, 
promises fair to assume material form and 
substance. As to ‘‘local habitation and a 
name,’’ itis safe to say that both are better 
known in the Mayor’s office at the City Hall 
than Secretary Brennan, the author of the 
now iamous ‘‘O. K.-+Jim,’’ would have the 
public believe. 

It will be remembened that when, on last 
Monday morning, the boy Henry Heimann 
showed up at the Mayor’s office wgth the $12, 
which ‘‘de push’’ had triea to defraud 
Antoine Marshall of, he told Sergt. McGrew 
that the money came from his uncle, Con- 
rad Kempf, livingat No. 4813 South Broad- 
way, to whom, he said, it had been handed 
by Thos. E. Smith, ‘‘the Sphinx of the 
Noonan push.'*’ 

CAME FROM THE MAYOR’S OFFICE. 

This was a mistake. The $12 had been 
handed to young Hermann by Page Padberg 
of the Mayor’s office, together with a ficti- 
tious name and address to be used by the 
boy in refunding the ‘‘Marshall remit’’ to 
Sergt. McGrew. 

But Sergt. McGrew frightened young Hel- 
mann at the outset by threatening to 
place him under arrest asa party to the sus- 
picious ‘‘Marshall remit’’ transaction, and 
in his fright the boy forgot the name and ad- 
dress given him by the Mayor’s page, and so, 
panic-stricken, used thatof his own uncle, 
as stated. 

This proves to be the weak link in the chain 
of mystery thrown round the whole disgrace- 
ful $12 affair. Mr. Conrad Kempf objected to 
the use of his name in connection with sucha 
deal, and began to investigate. He secured 
a confession from his nephew, the boy Henry 
Heimann, and thus Page Padberg of the 
Mayor’s office came into sudden prominence. 

Mr. Kempf’s first knowledge of the ‘‘Mar- 
shall remit’’ case came from his reading the 
story inthe Post-Dispatca of Tuesday, in 
which he figuredas the man to whom the 
mysterious Thos. E. Smith had refunded the 
$12 to be forwarded to the Mayor’s office. As 
soon ashe could spare the time from his 
business Mr. Kempf proceeded to inves- 
tigate and take such action as 
would clear him from any connection with 
the ‘‘Marshall remit’’ deal. Last night he 
saw his nephew, Henry Heimann, and gota 
confession from him. To-day he told the 
whole story to the Post-DIspaTtTcH. Itisan 
‘*idyll of tbe Push,’’ of purest ray serene. 

CONRAD KEMPF’S SENSATIONAL STORY. 

‘*I was never so astonished in my lIife,’’ 
sald Mr. Kempf, ‘‘as when I saw how I was 
made to figure in the case. I know absolutely 
nothing of it. IThad never heard of Thomas 
E. Smith, or Patrick Daly, or of Antoine Mar- 
shall. The only person mentioned in the 
whole story whom I Know, besides my 
nephew, was Jim Brennan, and I know him 
only to speak in passing. I never had 
any dealings with him or with = the 
Mayor’s office in my life. I was at aloss to 
imagine how my nephew came to be mixed 
up in the affair, or how my name came to be 
used by him. My friends began tochaff me 
about being a bix member of the ‘push,’ and 
I determined toclear the thing up and then 
give the PosT-DispaTCH the facts in the case 
to vindicate myself. 

‘*Last night I went to see my nephew, 
Henry Heilmann, at No. 3823 Indiana avenue 
and asked him ff it was true that he hac 
acted as the messenger inreturning that $12 
to the Mayor’s office, and also why he had 
used my name inthe matter. The boy, then 
confessed to me the truth about 
the whole thing. He stated 
that last Sunday morning young Padberg, 
whois Mayor Noonan’s page and a son of 
Padberg who'kKeeps the ‘Wild Hunter’ at No. 
8860 South Broadway, came to him and asked 
him to take the $12 down to the Deputy Mar- 
shal’s office in Carondelet. Young Padberg 
gave my nephew a fictitious name and ad- 
dress to be used in stating where the money 
came from. Butthe deputy marshal at Car- 
ondelet refused to receive the money, and so 
my nephew returned and told young Padberg 
of the refusal, which then made it necessary 
that the $12 should be taken to the Mayor’s 
office. 

‘‘Oon Ahe following morning Padberg, the 
Mayor’s page, calied by for my nephew and 
took him onup-town tothe Mayor’s oftice. 
My mephew was instructed by Padberg to 
give the $12 to Sergt. McGrew, tell that officer 
the story agreed on and use the fictitious 
name and address given him by Padberg. 
So he went Into the Mayor’s office after Pad- 
berg had already entered and handed the 
money to Sergt. McGrew, 

‘*McGrew, before the boy could tell his 
stor), began questioning him closely and 
talking about arresting him, and my nephew 
got so badly scared that when he began to 
tell the story on which he had been ‘coached’ 
by the Mayor’s page, he utterly forgot the 
fictitious name and address which Padberg 
had given him to use. My nephew tells me 
that he then said to Sergt. McGrew: 

‘**If you don’t belleve me youcan see Mr. 
Conrad Kempf, of No. 4813 South Broadway, 
who is my uncle.’ 

*‘*My nephew says that he did not tell Mc- 
Grew that I had given him the $12 to taketo 
the Mayor’s office, but only referred to me 
to support his story. He says he did that be- 
cause he was so frightened that he hardly 
knew what he was doing. 

‘*Last night, aftermy nephew had told me 
the truth about this matter, I took him with 
me and went to Padberg’s ‘Wild 
Hunter’ saloon to see young Pad- 
berg, the Mayor’s page, and confirm the 
story by him. Young Padberg acknowl- 
edged that my nephew had told the truth 
about his connection with the affair, but 
begged me not to make the story public, as 
he feared that the exposure of the real facts 
in the case would cause him to be dis- 
charged from the Mayor’s offie. I told 
him that I would certaidly report the true 
story, because the use of my name, in the 
first place, made it imperative that I snould 
doso. I want it distinctly understood that I 
had no sort of connection with the ‘Marshall 
remit’ affair, andI hope this statement of 
mine will have that effect.’’ 

fhe above story told by Mr. Kempf nar- 
rows the ring shielding the mysterious Thos. 
KE, Smith from public scrutiny down to two 
figures—those of the Mayor’s private secre- 
tary, ‘‘Jim’’ Brennan, and the Mayor’s 
page, young Padberg. They are the only 
persons who saw ‘'Thos, E. smith’s’’ astral 
or terrestrial body when it drifted into the 
Mayor’s office on sept. 27 to get Antoine Mar- 
shall’s fine remitted. Sergt. McGrew was not 
in the office at the time. Thos. BE. Smith, 
whom ‘*‘Jim’* Brennan‘*‘cannot remember,’ 
went into the office, according tothe story, 
and there put up the *‘poverty story,’* which 
also Jim Brennan ‘‘cannot ber.’’ 


Then he came out with his application for 
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the Mayor’s office the material or disem- 
bodied spirit of the mysterious ‘‘Thomas E, 
Smith’’ must also find an abiding place. 

Secretary Brennan, or Page Padberg, could 
not be seen at the Mayor’s officeto-day. Be- 
ing a legal holiday, the office was closed. 


THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


Two Men Killed in a Wreck on the Mis- 
souri Pacific. 


CouncIL GROVE, Kan., Oct. 6.—A fraight 
train on the Missouri Pacific Railroad met 
with a bad accident about sixty miles west 
ofthis place early this morning, caused by 
the train going through a burning 
bridge, The engineer, ©.

Every Congressional District Safe Under 
ths Banner of Tariff Reform—Details of 
the Returns as They Are Already Re- 
ceived—The Cyclone in Florida—Bright 
Prospects in the West—The New York 
Democrats—Political News. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 6.—It Is not thought the 
third party will carry twenty counties in 
Georgia. It looks like a sweeping victory for 
Democracy, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve, from returns from 100 out of 187 coun- 
ties, that the majority for Gov. Northen will 
reach 70,000. 

The vote has been unusually heavy every- 
where exceptin Atlanta. There was no op- 
position whatever here,hencea large amount 
of apathy, which prevented anything like 
enthusiasm. ‘So far not a single county of 
the Tenth District has been carried by the 
third party, though it is probable some coun- 
ties inthe Ninth and some in the Eleventh 
will go that way. 

The greatest interest since it was found 
everything is Democratic is manifested in 
the Tenth District, which ts now represented 
by the third party apostle, Watson. Watson 
is very strong inthe country precincts, Au- 
gusta gives 8,800in favor of Northen, which 
will, in all probability, give the Democrats a 
majority of 1,500in that district. People’s 
party leaders claim that many who voted for 
Northen will vote for Watson in the Congres- 
sional election next month, That will be the 
real battle-ground forthe next thirty days 
and there will be warin earnestthen. The 
election has in most places been remarkably 
quiet. There was a killing in Oglethorpe 
County, a negro assassinateda white man 
and was himself killed. In Augusta Dan 
Bowles Killed a negro who made an attack on 
him with a club, 

Many of the counties are remote from rall- 
roador telegraph and it wili be difficult to 
get returns. Special messengers collect re- 
turnson horseback, gathering them at the 
county seats and conveying them to the near- 
est telegraph stations, twenty or thirty 
miles. 

There are eleven Congressional Districts in 
the State and the reports indicate that the 
Democrats will carry every one of them. 
There is no doubt about any of them except 
the Tenth District, represented by Congress- 
man Tom Watson. In this district the Third 
party made Watson’s fight itself in this di- 
rection. They have carried seVeral of the 
counties of the district, but it is believed that 
the Democratic majority in the aggregate 
vote ofthe district will, no doubt, be less 


than 1,500, 

Special correspondents, messengers and 
carriers covered the State last night, many 
riding on horseback from twenty to 
forty miles to reach the telegraph 
offices nearest the mountain pre- 
cincts. Thisthoroughly organized work en- 
abled the committee to present semli-official 
returnsthis afternoon. Gov. Northen’s ma- 
jority is 70,555. Peck,the third party candidate 
for Governor, is beatenin his home county, 
Rockdale, by 315 majority. He carried only 
eight out of 137 counties.. The Dem 
ocrats elected the entire State- 
house ticket and ‘also carried 
every Senatorial District except two 
which are doubtful, and elected the 
Lower House’ with the exception of 
four Republicans and ten third 
party representatives. The Democrats 
swept every Congressional district, carrying 
Tom Watson’s district by 1,511 majority. The

LA GUAYRA, Venezuela, Oct. 6.—A desper- 
ate battle has just taken place at Los Teques, 
a small town on the railroad itne to Valencia 
ata distance about equal between this place 
and Caracas. 

Six hundred were killed and many high 
government officials captured. Crespo hag 
struck another decisive biow which, follow- 
ing upon his previous successes since the 
revolution beganin last March, means vic- 
tory for the Crespists. To-day Caracas is 
more than excited, forat a distance of but 
ten miles from its city limits Crespo has sig- 
nally defeated the Government forces. 
Crespo has announced his determination to 
enter the Capital to-morrow. Matters are 
now getting warm forthe citizens of Cara- 
cas, and the prestige ‘of Crespo’s success 
may cause many ofthem to fly to his flag. 

From detalls received here the fight was a 
most bloudy one, 600 men being left dead on 
the fleld of battle. Considering the size of 
the contending armies this tndicates serious 
fighting on both sides. But stubborn as was 
the resistance of the Government levies they 
had to fly before the Crespists ana were 
utterly routed. Crespo had at his disposal 
some 14,00 men including 6,000- brought to 
him by Gen. Colino, who joined him some 
days agoat Valencia. 

Under Crespo were Gen. Vegas and Gen. 
Quintana, who started some days ago, by 
different roads, on the way to Caracas, their 
objective point. 

The Revolutionist General possessed twelve 
pieces ofartiliery and had the assistance of 
several Americans, besides that of Gen. 
Widener, a German, and Gen. Betalll, an 
Itallan. Gen. Pulido, an uncle of the Acting 
President. was in command of the Govern- 
ment forces, numbering 6,000, and went to 
Los Teques, to takeup a position in order to 
repel Crespo’s advance on the capital, which 
was, thus denuded of troops. This defeat 
robs Acting President Villegas Pudo of his 
army. All the Government officiais at Los 
Teques and those accompanying the presi- 
dental army are reported to be prisoners in 
Crespo’s camp. 

Crespo had madea tormal demand for the 
surrender ofthe capital of Venezuela. He 
has backed up his demand with the an- 
nouncemenpnt that he intends to enter the 
city of Caracas to-morrow at the head of the 
revolutionary army. 

La Guayra is stili in the hands of the 
Government, but it canAot hold out against 
the victorious Crespites. Forelgners here 
are now in jeopardy. It may be im- 
possible to control the murderously in- 
clinea populace and the ruflianly element of 
the soldiery.

At the city jail an awning has been impro- 
vised, under which lie the four dead bandits 
in the coffins provided by the county, with a 
guardto see that they are not disturbed. 
Since morning a procession of sightseers 
which seems to be never-ending, have 
viewed the dead outiaws. The desperadoes, 
cold in death, their facés uncovered, seems 
to possess an attraction forthe curious which 
is almost without parallel. 

Among the thousands who have viewed 
the bodies are many who have known the 
Daltons for years, and while their 
crimes deserve to place them  Dbe- 
yond the pale of sympathy, here and 
there are to be found people who can 
scarcely repress a sigh of regret for the 
fate of the dead men. The stairway 
leading to the room in which 
Emmett Dalton lies !s always surrounded bya 
dense crown of men and women, who do 
their utmost to pursuade the guard to let 
them pass up the stairway to the 
presence of the wounded man. All 
sorts of reasons are advanoed by the 
people for their requests, but with few ex- 
ceptions they are not complied with. 

Thrsugh the courtesy of Sheriif Callahan 
your reporter was allowed to enter the 
room where young Emmet Dalton was found 
sleeping. He had just gone through the 
ordeal of having his wounds dressed and was 
weak from loss of blood.

» THE DARING RAID. 

The raid of the Dalton bandits on the banks 
yesterday was the boldest move ever planned 
by the robber bands who liave terrorized the 
West, exceedingin audacity anything ever 
conceived in the fertile brain of Jesse or 
Frank James. Its very Garing was counted 
upon by the originator of the scheme to bring 
success. But it fatled, and certainly ends 
the career of the men who for four years 
have set all law at defiance in the Souttiwest. 

It was almost 10 o’clock when the robbers 
rode into the town, six ofthem, riding good 
horses, and splendidly armed with Winches- 
ters and revolvers. They came boldly down 
the principai street which at that hour was 
well filled with teams and pedestrians. Rid- 
ing straight intothe business portion of the 
town, they turned their horses into an alley 
and stopped immediately in front of the city 
jail, where they dismounted andtied their 
animals to the fence. quickly passed 
east inthe alley leadingto the plaza, and 
four of them were observed to enter the 
bank of C. M. Condon & Co., while the other 
two went across street and passed into 
the First National bank. 

BAITLE WITH THE BANDITS. 

Two men having business there went into 
the bank. They were both stopped at the 
muzzles of Winchesiers. This attracted at- 
tention ov the streetand tle cry of ‘‘Bank 
Robbers’’ soon rang out on every side. Dozens 
of men rushed into Boswell & Co.’s and 
seized Winchesters and fliied their pockets 
with ammunition and secured good positions 
facing the bank in the street. As many more 
men ran to Isham Bros. & Mansur’s hardware 
store, where they seized upon every availa- 
ble weapon within reach and stationed them- 
selves behind teams and other barricades in 
view of both banks. 

MThe men with their Winchesters had opened 
fire on the robbers of the banks through the | 
plate-glass windows, and for the space of 
two minutes a lively fusillade was kept up. 
The highwaymen at the First National Bank 
ran out ofthe back door into an alley,around 
a half/ block of business houses into the prin- 
cipal street and made for thelr horses. Those 
in the Condon Bank passed out of the front 
door and ran for their horses over the same 
route the entire party had passed a few min- 
utes before. This brought them into full 
View of about fifty of our citizens, many of 
whom were armed with Winchesters and 
By the time that the robbers 
reached their horses five of them were upon 
the ground. Marshal Chas. T. Connelly, who 
atthe first alarm ran to a gunshop, near 
where'the gang’s horses were hitched, seized 
a Winehester and metthe robbers face to face 
as they reached theiranimals.. Ile was shot 
through the heart with a Winchester and fell 
dead tween two of the highwaymen. 

THE TERRIBLE RESULT. 

Before reaching their horses, however, the 
marauders had used Wincbesters with ter- 
rible effect, and four men of the citizens’ 
party lay dead. They are C. J. Brown, City 
Marshai Connelly, George Cubine, L.M. Bald- 
win. Besides these, Hon. Thomas J. Ayres, 
Cashier First National Bank; T. A. Reynolds, 
and C./P. Grimp were badly wounded. 

John J. Kloebr, a liveryman; A.F. Seaman, 
a barber; C. K. Smith, another barber; Par- 
ker Williams, Mack Webb and several others, 
followed closely upon the heels of the retir- 
ing raiders, pouring shot into them with 
deadly effect. s 

Five of them fell within a space of twenty 
feet ofithe point where their horses stood tn 
the alley. One of the party, however, during 
the confusion managed to get on his horse 
and roiie a half mile west of town, where he 
fellfrom the animal and died by the road- 
side. His horse was alsowounded and died 
within ashort distance of his rider. The 
s acted coolly and deiiberately.

Justthen the 
shooting began on the street, and the rob- 
bers closed the deor and conducted Mr, 
Shepard and myself out of the back door in 
the alley and turned us loose. They left 
father on the outside in front of the bank. 
Just as we got intothe alley Lucius Baldwin 
came out of Isham’s store witha pistol in his 
hand, when one of the Daltons, whoinl rec- 
ognized as Emmet, pulled his Winchester 
and shot Baldwin.

KNOWN IN CALIFORNIA. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 6.—The Dalton 
gang, which were exterminated yesterday, | 
were only well Known in Cuailfornia. | 
William Dalton lived five miles from Livings- 
stone, Mercer County, where he married a 
daughter ofa farmer. He was frequently 
Visited Dy his brothers, Grattan, Emimet and 
Robert. Grattan first became notorious by 
his colunection with the rovbery ofa train at 
Alla, Jan. 6, 1891. William Dalton was ar 
rested in connection with the crime and 
taken to Visalia, where information was re- 
ceived leading tothe arrest of Grattan Dal- 
tona few days later. The Daitons were 
tried at Visalla, and Grattan was found 
guilty. During thetrial Grattan attempted 
io shift the responsibility of the affair upon 
his brothers, Robert and Emmet. Hie was 
taken to jailto await sentence, and after- 
wards escaped.

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THE DEAD MARSHAL, 

KANSAS CiTy, Mo., Oct. 6.--CRharles A. and 
Grace Connelly, respectively sonand daugh- 
ter of Marshal TIT. Connelly of Coffeyville, 
Kan., who wus killed while leading the posse 
which exterminated the desperate Dalton 
gang, were in hansas City when the battle 
occurred. They came to Kansas City to at- 
tend the fair and were in the Exposition 
Building when a telegram was handed the 
son apprising him of his father’s death.

succeed In restoring order andin closing up 
which flourished at the time of 
his election. Our family consists of my 
mother, two sistersand myself. My father 
was a fearless man, however, and lam sure 
he did his duty.’’ 


THE BANDIT’S STORY. 
Emmett Dalton made the following ante- 
mortem statement to-day: 


**Oct. 1, 1892, I met the boys south of Tulse 
and they asked me how much money I had. 
itold them about $20. I asked them how 
much they had, and they said about $400. I 
asked them what they were going to do with 
lt. They said that this town had been trying 
tocapturethem, I saidthat was a He, for 
we used to have tots of friends here. Bob 
said he could discount the James boys’ work 
and go up and rob both Coffeyville banks in 
one da Ituld them that 1 did not want 
any of fT at all. He said I had better go 
along and helpand get some of the money 
and leave the country ; that if lstayed around 
here I was sure to get caught or killed by 
myself. ‘ihe morning of Oct. 3 we saddled 
up north of Tulsa, iu the Osage Nation, and 
rode twenty miles toward Coffeyville and 
talked the matter over. I went out of love 
for my brothers, forI knew that the author- 
ities would get after me anyhow, and I would 
have no mouey to get out of the country.

It was because We were all ‘‘broke’’ that we 
planned this Coffeyville raid. Wewere being 
hard pressed by the officers down the ‘erri- 
tory when Bob decided that we would have 
to get out of the country.’’

Chepokee Strip has no people upon ft at all, 
and the Creek Nation country its inbabited 
only by the Indians, who never gave the rob- 
bers away, and who, in return for a horse 
or two occasionally, will furnish shelter and 
provisions. In the Creek country, which is 
200 miles long and sixty miles wide, there 
is dense timber in which any number 
of men may hide themselves without fear of 
detection. The Dalton gang traveled with 
pack horses loaded with provisions, and as 
the men knew the country like a book they 
were in little danger after they left the 
prairie. It was easy enough to track them 
through the tall prairie grass, but when they 
reached the timber country, with its deep 
ravines, it was impossible to follow them suc- 
cessfully. About $20,000 is now out for tbe 
heads of the Dalton outfit. This Includes re- 
wards for var!ous crimes, for these men hest- 
tate at nothing from borse thieving to mur- 
der. 

Up toa few years ago the Daltons had con- 
fined their rascality to stealing cattle and 
driving them througb the ‘‘public lands’’ 
into New Mexico and selling them along the 
route. Then when they got ready to return 
to the Territory they would steal a 
bunch of cattle in New Mexico and bring 
them home to soll, always returning by a 
different route. It did no good to indict 
them. Their friends Gominatea inthe local 
courts, and even if they were brought to 
trial they gct off scoit free. Honest cattle- 
men of the Territory finally grew so exasper- 
ated at their thievery thatthey organized to 
rid the territory of the Daltons, and waged 
bitter waruponthem. It was then that the 
cattle thieves perforce quit their old prac- 
tices and turned their attention to train rob- 


bery. .

pearance of being another illustration of the 
**push’’ methods of administering justice at 
the Four Courts. 

Mrs. Hagen was arrested in the iatter part 
of August, but the case was continued until 
Oct. 4, on account of the dangerous condition 
of Mrs, Simmons, who was unable to appear 
asa@witness. Sheis not able yet to leave 
the house, and was not present on Tues- 
day when the case wascalled. Her husband 
was on hand, however, with the other wit- 
nesses inthe, case. When he learned that 
the case had: been dismissed he left, not 
knowing what -further to do, but 
learning later in the day that 
the matter could be reopened 
by the issuing ofa new warrant he returned 
yesterday to see if that was going to be 
done. Theresult of his visit to the Four 
Courts yesterday and tne full particulars in 
the case were given to a PosStT-DISPATCH Fre- 
porter to-day by Simmons and his wife. 

STORY OF MRS. SIMMONS’ CASE. 

Mrs. Simmons stated that she was intro- 
duced to Mrs. Hagen, the midwife, some 
time in June last by Mrs. Lilly Overmeyer or 
Obermeyer of 1722 North Eleventh street, and 
the midwife, she stated, performed several 
operations on her. One was at the midwife’s 
house, she said, 2024 Biddle street, and the 
others were at her own house about the mid- 
aqlie of August. Mrs. Sophia Wagner, 
who lives at Thirteenth and 
Branch streets, Mrs. Simmons § said, 
witnessed the operation at Mrs. Hagen’s 
house and the woman who introduced her to 
the midwife, she said, was present at one of 
the operations In herown house. When she, 
wastaken seriously ill Dr. William Reilly 
was calledin and Mrs. Simmons told him 
what had been done. 

Simmons stated that Dr. Rellly attended 
the case a few days and refused to have any- 
thing more todo with it, and Dr. W. Seger 
of Broadway and Angelica street was called 
in. Twodays later Drs. Robert O’Rellly, W. 
C. Green and Dr. Graves were called in and 
took Mrs. Simmons’ statement, and reported 
the matter to the Heaith Department and 
Mrs. Hagen was arrested. Dr. O’Rellly, 
Simmons said, took his wife’s statement. A 
few days later Simmons again changed doc- 
tors and called in Dr. George L. Mueller of 
110242 Brooklyn street, who has been treating 
the case ever since. 

WHAT DIERKES SAID. 

‘*The case was first set,’’ said Mr. Sim- 
mons, ‘‘for Sept. 5and Prosecuting Attorney 
Dierkes said he investigated itfully. Whenl 
calied yesterday at his office I asked a man 
sitting In a chair, who seemed to be in 
charge, about the case. He turned toa man 
sitting beside him and asked him about 
the case and the man began 
to explain the technicality on which the 
warrant was quashed. Just then Mr. Dierkes 
came in, andthe manI had spoken to said 
to him: ‘Mr. Dierkes, what were the 
grounds on which the information in the 
Hagen case was quashed?’ and Mr. Dierkes 
explained the same as the other man was 
doipyz when Mr. Dierkes entered, and addea: 
‘Besides, I have information that they tried 
tn extort money from the woman. Itisa 
case of blackmall. Ihave alsothe statement 
of a physician that no malpractice was com- 
mitted.’ 

DR. BROOME’S INTEREST. 

‘** Whois the physician?’ I asked. 

_.** * Dr. Broome,’ replied Mr. Dierkes, and 
at the same time the man whom I had first 
6poken te said to Mr. Dierkes and pointing to 
ine, ‘That is Mr. Simmons.’

**Dr. Mueller,’’ continued Simmons, ‘‘came 
to me wiille he was attending my wife and 
toid me that Dr. Broome had asked himto 
use his influence with us to set- 
tle tire case. He said to £0 
and see Mrs. Hagen and see what she 
wanted, thatitcoulddo noharm. I wentto 
her house one €vening and she asked meif 
there was nothing that could be done to set- 
tle.the case. Sheasked me how much it had 
cost me.for doctors, etc. Itold her I could 
not. give .fier any answer, 
would think over the matter; 
to get advice. She 
meto ecall again, and that she would talk 
overthe matter with her husband and Dr. 
Broome. Itold hershe knew whereto find 
me, and she said it would not look well for 
her to call at my house, and I called again, 
as she requested. Her husband was present, 
and she said to him several times 
‘We willl settle the case, won’t we, papa?’ 
He would say something like yes, and at last 
said, ‘we can’t settle anything,’ and I left 
the house. Thatis allthere is in the Diack- 
mail business. 

MKS. HAGEN OFFERED THEM MONEY. 

‘*Shortly after Mrs. Hagen was released on 
bail she came to my house and said she 
wanted to do something to help me. 
‘lhave civen my lawyer $25,’ saidshe. ‘Hud 
I not better goand get it?’ 

**] said I did not know anything about her 
affairs. ‘hen she said, ‘Here is $10’, and she 
handed meabill. Idid not see whatthe de- 
nomination of the bill was, but 
I refused it. She then tried to 
make my wife’s sister, who was sitting be- 
side her, take the money, butltold her not 
totake it. She called again and met my 
brother and he told me that she tried to 
make him take money for us.

My 
wife’ssister is Mrs. Delia Hamschmidt of 
6144 Easton avenue. Dr. Broome does not 
know anything about the case. He never at- 
tended my wife that I know of.’’ 
’ The reporter was shown a prospectus 
the Woman’s Medical College of 
Louis in which was the name 
Dr. George W. Broome, M. D., Dean. 
Mrs. Hagen’s name appeared inthe back 
ofthe pamphiet underthe heading: ‘‘Class 
in Special Spring Term of 1892.’’ Mrs. Sim- 
mons saidthat Mrs. Hagen had given her 
the pamphiet and told her that she had more 
money in the institution than any one else. 

DR. MUELLER’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. Mueller was seen at his office and said: 
**T was called to attend Mrs. Simmons about 
12 o’clock on the night of Sept.1. She hada 
hemorrhage when I called. She had pelvic per- 
itonitis, or inflammation of the peritoneum, 
It was evident that instruments had been 
used unskilfully. My observations proved 
that there had “been an abortion, but 
Icannot say of course what causedit.

DR. ROBERT O’REILLY’S STATEMENT. 
Dr. Robert J. O’ Rellly was seen at his office 
at Seventeenth street and Wash- 
ington avenue. stated that

DR. BROOME SEEN. 

Dr. Broome was found in his office to-day 
and asked regarding his alleged assertion to 
Mr. Dierkes. 

*‘*AllI said to Mr. Dierkes,’’ said he, ‘‘was 
that I did not think that Mrs. Hagen had 
committed criminal act. I

‘‘How about Dr. Mueller’s statement that 
you asked him to use his influence with the 
Simmonses to have'the prosecution of Mrs. 
Hagen stopped?’’ 

**T don’t think that Dr. 
Mueller said that.’ 

Being assured that Dr. Mueller had made 
the statement Dr. Broome said: 

‘*I told Dr. Mueller tbat I could not see 
what good the prosecution would do,.’’ 

Dr. Broome said that he told Dr. Mueller 
that he might be mistaken with regard to the 
evidence to which he referred,and Dr. Broome 
gave tothe reporter an Illustration of how 
Dr. Mueller might be mistaken. 

‘‘While I did not state to Dierkes that there 
had been no malpractice, I did state 
it as my opinion to the other 
physicians. The woman had been taking 
medicine and believed herself to be ina dell- 
cate condition, but at the time described 
there coujd be no such conditions as Dr. 
Mueller describes. 

**The case was dismissed, because they did 
not prosecute it. Ou last Tuesday 
I and some other physicians were 
there, and the attorney for the 
defense, Marshall McDonald, and there was 
not a soul on the other side. Mr. Dierkes 
asked me if I thought Mrs. Hagen 
was guilty and I told himI did not thinks he 
was. Itold himthat the other side did not 
want to prosecute the case. That they had 
tried to obtain money from her, and, falling, 
did not want to have anything moreto do 
with it. Simmons wentto Mrs. Hagen and 
promised to settle itifpaid. The police were 
in possession of the facts.’’ 

Dr. Garland Hurt was in Dr. Broome’s 
office, and stated that he thought that the 
whole medical profession believed in Mrs. 
Hagen’s innocence. 

WHAT THE AUTHORITIES CLAIM. 

The complaint or warrant against Midwife 
Mary Hagan was quashed last Tuesday on 
account of a defect in the wording of. the 
document. . Marshall F. McDonald, the 
woman’s attorney, Claimedand Judge Clai- 
borne sustained himin the claim that the 
information did not charge a statutory of- 
fense, inasmuch as the language of the 
statute defining the offense was not cor- 
rectly quoted in the complaint. The 
case was on the docket several 
weeks before the \ gee ah of the complaint 
was questioned: The defense at that time 
claimed to be ready for trial, but as the pros- 
ecuting witnesses did not show up it was 
continued forthe State. Judge Geo. W. An- 
derson, who represented the prosecution, 
stated this morning that after employing 
him the Simmons fomenag remained away 
for some reason or other from his office and 
the court-room, but that he had the case con- 
tinued a week the last timeit was called for 
trialon his own responsibility. Now that 
the old information had been declared defec- 
tive he didn’t know whether a new warrant 
would be issued or not. He was acting as

THROUGH THE TEMPLE. 


Suicide of William M. Runk, a Philadel- 
Dhia Merchant. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 6.—William M. 
Runk, aged 46 years, a member of the large 
dry goods firm of Darlington, Runk & Co., a 
director of the Penn Mutual Life Insurance 
Co., and a wealthy and infiuentiai citi- 
zen of Philadelphia, committed suicide at his 
country home, at St. Davids, near here, at 8 
o’clock last evening, by shooting himself 
through the temple. No cause can be 
ascribed. He carried $525,000 insurance on 
his life. He was at his place of business 
yesterday, and appeared to be extremely 
nervous, aS he had been for a day 
or two. Late in the afternoon he 


went to his home and for two hours his wife 
noticed that he was irrational, but supposing 
it was due to some businesstrouble, gave it 
no especial attention. After sendingone of 
his sons to the railroad station to meet an 
employe of the store, he went to his 
stable and withasma!l Smith & Wesson re- 

volver puta bullet through his temple, dying 
instantiy. He was seen to go into the stable 
by the gardener, and a few minutes later was 
seen by the same person cold in death. 

The report of the pistol was not heard, The 
news ofthe suicide did not reach this city 
until to-day and because of the prominence 
ofthe victim it spreaa rapidly. The de- 
ceased was very wealthy and his business is 
n fine shape and no cause can be 
ascribed for his action. The only theory is 
that his mind became unbalanced and dur- 
inga fitof mental aberration he ended his 
life. He leaves two boys by his first wife, 
one of whom is at Yale, and the other 
at the University of }Pennsylvanias and chil- 
dren by the second wife. His city home was 
144 North Sixteenth street.

Peculiar Cause Assigned for the Suicide 
of Ernest Hartman 


HIS SISTER-IN-LAW WANTED TO KISS A 
BOARDER. 


Hartman Thought She Was Injuring the 
Reputation of His House and Slapped 
Her—She Had Him Arrested and He 
Shot Himself—The Carondelet Suicide 
Identified by Her Children. 


The rash moodinwhich Ernest Hartman 
sent a bullet into his brain at his home, No. 
2607 Gravois avenue, at 10 0’clock last night, 
points a moral to persons given tosoft sentt- 
ments and feelings too tender for trifling 
hurts. Hartman was sent to the City 
Hospital as soon as an ambulance 
could be summoned, and died at 4:30 o’clock 
this morning. His wife, Louisa Hartman,to- 
day told the story of her husband’s troubles 
which drove him to suicide. Their home is 
across the street fromthe old Union Depot 
railway car stables, and Mrs. Uartman 
has a large number of motormen and 
conductors as boarders. Two weeks ago, 
she stated, her sister, Katie Jeraid, who 
used to do housework for her, remarked to 
one of the boarders, ‘*Won’t youlet me Kiss 
you?’’ Mr. Hartman, who was present, 
upbraided her for this remark and told her 
that such conduct would lower the 
character of the house. Katie did 
not take Mr. Hartman’s words in good part, 
but talked back, for which he slapped her on 
the cheek. Shecalleda policeman and had 
him arrested, and he, ashamed at the dis- 
grace, purchased a revolver as soon 
as he was liberated, and returned to 
his home, presumably to shoot himself. 
Katie, according to Mrs. Hartman, saw 
him coming, and locked the front and rear 
gates. He tried the front gate and, seeing 
that he was barred out, he pulled out his re- 
volver and placed it to his head. Mrs. Hart- 
man saw the movement and implored him 
not to kill himself. He relented from 
his purpose for her sake and_ she 
lethimin. Katie left aboutthe same time, 
but, according to Mrs. Hartman, ber hus- 
band, Ernest, did not recover from his fit of 
despondency. He constantly brooded over 
calumnies about him which he believed that 
his sister-in-law was spreading- He was es- 
pecially fearful, said Mrs, Hartman,of certain 
things which he thought that Katie had tola 
to her nncle, who, according to Mrs. Hart- 
man, is a certain Father Brockhaven ‘of 
O’Fallon, Mo. Mr. Hartman was very much 
ashamed to face his priestly uncle, who was 
expected in the city to-day. Added tothis 
was the loss of his position. 
Hartman was employed ipa planing millin 
North st. Louls. He had been late several 
times recently, and yesterday morning he 
took his belongings and went to board 
near his place of business. Last night he 
came home and told his wife that 
he had been discharged and intended to shoot 
himself. She begged him nottodoso, and 
assured him that she sided with him, and not 
with her sister. But about 10 o’clock he 
found the revolver, which she took from 
him two weeks ago, and fired the 
fatal shot through his right temple. 
Mrs. Hartman did not know why he haa been 
discharged, but suspected that be bad hada 
fight with his brother-in-law, Jotun Jeraid, 
with whom he had trouble before. Hartman 
was 25 years oldand had been married two 
years.

A Fitting Close of Poet Laureate 
Tennyson's Life. 


DEATH CAME UNNOTICED BY THE 
WATCHERS AT THE BEDSIDE. 


> 


‘Mo Trace of Pain or Suffering Marked the 


End—Scenes in the Chamber of Death— 
The Complication of Diseases Which 
Caused the Sad Event-—Topics of 
HBurope’s Capitals. 


Lowpon, Oct, 6.—Lord Alfred Tennyson, 
poet laureate, died at Haslemere at 1 o’clock 
this morning, Immediately after the death 
of Lord Tennyson your representative had an 
interview with Sir Andrew Clark, one of the 
physicians who attended the poet. Sir An- 
drew said that Lord Tennyson’s death was 
the most giorious he had ever seen. There 
was no artificial light in the room and the 
chamber was almost in darkness, save where 
a broad fiood of moonifght poured in 
through a western window. The moon’s rays 
fell across the bed upon which.the dying man 
lay, bathing him in their pure pellucida ligh* 
and forming a Rembrandt-like background to 
the scene. Allwas silent save the soughing 
of the autumn wind as it gently played 
through the trees surrounding the house, a 
fitting requiem for the gentle poet who sang 
of love and the beauties of nature. 

Motionless Lord Tennyson lay upon his 
couch, the tide of his life gently and slowly 
ebbing outinto the ocean ofthe infinite. No 
rocks of pain or sorrow checked its course or 
causedaripple upon the outgoing tide. As 
peacefully and gently as he had lived, so he 
died, looking untilthe end into the eyes of 
those Ceartohim. All the members of his 
family were by his bedside and Sir Andrew 
Clark remained by his side from the moment 
of his arrival yesterday until he breathed his 
last. 

So gentleand painless was the passing 
away that the family did not know he had 
gone until Dr, Clarke broke the news to Lady 
Tennyson, who bore the closing scenes of her 
great trial well in spite of her extremely del- 
icate health. 

The Hon, Hallam Tennyson,the poet’s son, 
says that his father’s death was eminently 
peaceful. He did not show a single trace of 
suffering to distress his sorrowing relatives 
and friends. Once ortwice during the night 
he lifted his eyes tothe face of the watchers 
by his bedside anda beautiful smile played 
over his features. No doubtasto the future 
was in his wan face, andasthe end came he 
appeared to fall asleep. So restful was he 
and so calmly did he respond to the beckon- 
ing hand ofthe angel of death that those 
who stood beside him scarcely knew that he 
had passed away. 

Hallam further says that Lady Tennyson 
bears up well under the sorrow that has come 
to her. She was with Lord Tennyson 
throughout al his sickness and ministered 
to all his wants so far as it was in‘ her power 
and all hope was practically abandoned early 
in the afternoon. The doctors were sur- 
prised that he lasted through the previous 
night, so great was his debility. He could 
take no nourishment and continued to grow 
weaker and weaker until the end. 

It may be mentioned asa coincidence that 
a year ago to-day a man died who was as 
pre-eminent in his field of labor as was 
Tennyson in his. On Oct, 6, 15891, Charles 
Stewart Parnell, the great Irish leader, 


' passed away. 


“~The Pali Mall Gazette thinks that Mr. Glad- 
Ystone will appoint Algernon Swinburne to 
the post of Poet Laureate, made vacant by 
the death of Lord Tennyson, It quotes from 
a recent articie in the Speaker, written 
by Mr. Gladstone, entitled ‘‘Poetry in the 
Nineteenth Century.’’ After awarding Ten- 
nyson the palm, Mr. Gladstone wrote: 

‘*Pressing upon him or walking in the same 
path we have had many true poets, some 
extraordinary and many of very considera- 
ble powers. Among those claiming the first 
of these descriptions we have mentioned 
Browning, and merest justice requires that 
we add Swinburne.’’ 

The Pali Mali Gazetie adds: ‘‘In view of the 
abuse Mr. Swinburne has lavished upon Mr. 
Gladstone, the choice would be character- 
istic and an instance of a great man’s mag- 
nanimity.’’ 

Few privileged visitors entering Aldworth 
House are not interested in the many things 
lying about the entrance hall on chairs and 
on the floor. Onan umbrella stand Is a large 
collection of soft-brimmed half brigand-like 
hats, black and white, whichjare so familiar 
in the public portraits of the dead poet. 

Dr. Clark saw Lora Tennyson in London 
three months ago. He then told Hallam 
Tennyson he thought his father was break- 
ingup. Sir Andrew said to-day that death 
was partially the result of suppressed gout, 
complicated with influenza, but it was chiefly 
due to naturaldecay. He added: 

‘*His end Lord Tennyson might well have 
pictured and earnestly desired as his lot,’’

GERMAN MILITARY BILL. 


COUNT EULENBURG DISPLEASED WITH CAPRI-

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—Count Eulenburg, Presi- 
dent of the Prussian Cabinet, hesitates to 
support the new military bill because he is 
extremely displeased at the strange conduct 
of Chancellor Caprivi, who, although no 
longer Premier, had moved itin the name of 
Prussia without consulting him, 

Caprivi’s initiative before the Federal 
Council Is therefore in danger of being disa- 
vowed by Count Eulenburg. Several other 
members of the Prussian Cabinet are opposed 
to the modus procedendi, and, notwith- 
standing the warm protection afforded to 
the Chancellor by the Emperor, itis feared 
that a deal of unpleasant friction may arise. 

The Emperor is striving to paralyze the 
hostility of the current and hopes to suc- 
ceed. 

Count Eulenburg’s recent departure for his 
country estate isnot unconnected with the 
disagreementamongthe governing author- 
ities. The Minister of War declared that 
nothing could be expected from this action 
of Caprivi. 

A telegram was received from Rome 
at the Imperial Chaneelior’s office on 
Saturday saying that. the Pope was not well 
and that Dr. Cecarri had been called in ser- 
eraltimes. It appears that His Holiness is 
suffering from physical and mental prostra- 
tion.

Hethen joinedin the persecu- 
tions of the Catholics, but allowed Princess 
Sara torejointhem. The Catholics recently 
Started out of the district, taking with 
them 300 women, Before they had proceeded 
far the caravan was attacked and captured 
by Protestants, who abducted all the women. 
An attempt was made to recapture them, 
but only a few were recovered. 


STORM IN ITALY. 

RoME, Oct. 6.—A very violent storm pre- 
vailed throughout the night in the vicinity 
of San Pier d@’Arena, in the province of 
Genoa. Extensive damageto property was 
done, the railway bridge being carriea away 
and the town being inundated, San Plot 
d’Arena has a number of iron foundries and 
sugar refineries, and the fidod has inflicted 
greatloss upon them. A number of lives 
were lost, but the exact number has not yet 
been ascertained. 


THE DAHOMEY WAR. 

PARIS, Oct. 6.—A dispatch has been re- 
ceived by the government from Col, Dodds, 
commanding the French expedition against 
the Dahomeyans, statingthat the expedition 
crossed the River Oneme on Sunday and 
camped in the face ofthe enemy. The Daho-

EXTENSIVE PREPARATIONS TO CELEBRATE CO- 
LUMBUS DAY. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Oct.. 6.—Extensive prep- 
arations are being made throughout the 
country to celebrate Oct. 12, The delay in 
the arrivalof American corn is causing suf- 
fering here. In Michoacan and Guanajuato 
the prospects are improving, as there are 
large quantities of corn en route. For the 
new crop the prospects are splendid.

Press to announce thatthe Mexican quaran- 
tine regulations against the United States are 
in abeyance, asit is Known that there is no 
cholera in the United States, Dut that the 
Mexican authorities are ready to apply 
vigorous measures whenever needed, He 
says this announcement is made in order to 
deny many false reports published in the 
United States about cholera and quarantine 
regulations in Mexico. 

Senor Serrano, the Mexican Commissioner 
to Chicago exposition, has arrived and has 
reported to the press that the work Is far 
advanced and that the exposition will un- 
doubtedly be a success. Every possible 
courtesy was shown him by the exposition 
authorities.

May 27, from four to. five months 
after leaving Djeliabad, but. from Meched 
it reached the Trans-Caspian Ralil- 
way about June 20, appearing at 
the stations of Askalabad and Ousormada on 
the Caspian Sea. it was, therefore, six 
months and more in traveling from Af han- 
istan to the Caspian Sea, Sur’ there en- 
countered other railways and routes of navi- 
gationand traveled to St, Petersburg, in 
Northern Russia, and Hamburg, In North- 
western Germany, inless than two months, 

The rapes of its progress was therefore 
quadrupled during the second stage of its 
line Of travel. At the time of writing.cholera 
exists in three-fourths of the immense terri- 
tory of Russia, in some portions of Germany, 
in Antwerp, Havre, etc. There is still cause 
to dread the choieraie foci in the Caucusnus 
and Persia, but the coniftions prevaliing 
there are less tireatening that during the 
month of August.

20, when she was permitted to come to Upper 
Quarantine preparatory tothe discharge of 
her cargo. The Moravia has been detained 
so long and has been so thoroughly cleansed 
and disinfected that all possibility of infec. 

She is the pret of 
the infected vessels permitted to pr to 
the dock in Hoboken. 


PECK’S CASE POSTPONED, 


The Commissioner’s Counsel Picks Flaws 
in the Indictment. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Oh Ss Peck case eame 
up in the Court of s to-day on - the de- 
murrer tothe indictment found against the 
Labor Commissioner for burning public 
records. Mr. Peck and bis stenographer 
were present with Mr. Meegan, their 
counsel, Assistant District Attorney Coben 
appeared for the prosecution, Mr. Meegan 
said the idictment found was a fraud upon 
the courts and bad been previously pre-.

the School Board, which was appointed on

The committee was composed of Morris J. 
Lipman, Chairman; Capt. Hequembourg 
and Jack P. Richardson. They began tbeir 
labors of examining the books and accounts 
of the board on Sept. 15. 
*Thetotalcashon hand July 1, 1891, 
Since then there 
received $1,560,180.63. The total ex- 
penditures ‘of the board 
Guring the year amounted to $1,630,656.57, 
leaving a total cash on hand July 1, 1892, of 
$241,427.80, This balance stands tothe credit 
of the general fund, permanent fund and the 
building fund, and also to the new high 
school fund and some minor accounts. 

The receipts were $1,007,418.28S from taxes 
levied for school purposes; $109,114.36 from 
the State school fund and $278,711.45 from 
Sales of realestate of the board. Of the ex- 
penditures $777,225.60 was paid for teachers’ 
salaries, $206,020 was paid onthe cOntract of 
$344,990 for the new Board of Education 
building; $27 000 on the new 
School bullding; 6187 083.95 was 
forthe erection of other new schoo! Duila- 
ines, $122,417.76 for repairs and $20,819.15 to 
architects emplored for special work.

In the Superintendent of Construction and 
Repairs Department, \ir. B. R. Singleton’s 
office, a considerable improvement in the 
methods of the office over last year was 
moted,. 

NEW EPUILDINGS. 

The new buildings erected during the year 
were the Ames, fourrooms; LBryan Hill, six 
rooms; Jefferson Kindergarten extension, 
two rooms; Adams, elght rooms, and Mar- 
quette, twelve rooms. ‘The contract price of 
the new high school is $59,945.20 and the 
building is to be completed by Sept. 4, 1893. 

The architect’s fees last year amounted to 
$20,819.15, which !s in excess of that of the 
previous vear, when the total amount paid 
Was $15,599.47. 

For the year ending June 80, 1890, $50,000 
was appropriated for repairs, and $50,094.76 
expended. In 1894 $70,000 was appropriated 
and $71,634.03 spent, and in the Iast 
year $55,000 was appropriated and $122,417.76 
was expended. Incommentingon this the 
commiitee states thatin October, 1591, the 
Examining Committee callei the Stiperin- 
tendent of Repairs, Mr. Singleton, before it 
and asked why so uch money had been 
spent in repairs for that year. 

He said that the buildings had been so well 
repaired that he saw no reason why $1,009 
per month, or $8,000 for the balance ofthe 
year, should not cover all the expenses 
which would be incurred for repairs. ‘‘As 
the figures show. that $67,417.75 was ex- 
pended for repairs subsequent to that time 
auring the remainder of the fiscal year, the 
echool buildings must have been in excep- 
tionally good condition of repair on the 30th 
The matter of these excessive 
expenditures above the amounts originally 
appropriated is one with which your 
honorable body is entirely competent to 
deal, and we donot undertake to advise you 
in the premises.’’ There has also been a 
large increase in the repair force of the 
Building Department. In June, 1892, the 
total salaries amounted to $3,559.45 per 
month—whereas six months prior to that the 
pay-roll was only $1,978.35. 

The committee reccommendsthat at the 
conimencement of each fiscal year the board 
advertise for bids for:all-materials expected 
to be used in repairs during the year. A 
great saving could thus be effected. The 
material thus ordered could be delivered as 
it was required. The com- 
mittee visited the Safe Deposit Co,

There was a flurry in Democratic circles to- 
day when several ofthe party leaders came 
down town from the Recorder of Voters’ of- 
fice and announced that their registration 
was running behind even the smallest 
estimates that had been made.

The alarm of the Democrats was intensified 
by a story brought down from _ the 
Recorder’s office that the Republicans had 
stopped registering their negro voters in 
small numbers and intended to rush them all 
in during the last three days ofthe registra- 
tion so as to occupy the whole force of the 
Recorder’s office and keep the white voters 
who may come there during that time Irom 
getting in their votes. Recorder James L. 
Carlisie was seen by a reporter to-day and 
asked If it was possible to carry out sucha 
plan. 

‘“‘Ifthey want to do It, it’s practicable 
enough,’’ saidhe. ‘*There’s nothing to pre- 
ventit.

DELINQUENT CORPORATIONS, 


Missouri Eusiness Firms That Havs 
Failed to Comply With the Law. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 6.—Secretary of State 
Lesueur to-cay certified to the various State’s 
attorneys the lists of corporations failing to 
comply withthe laws enacted at the last 
regular session of the Thirty-sixth General 
Assembly requiring them to make an annual 
report of their business ang to make what is 
known as the anti-pool and trust affidavit. 
The law requires these papers to 
be filed in “the office of the 
Secretary, and in default of which the Sec- 
retary Is required to give a list of the delin- 
guents to the proper officer for prosecution. 
The penalty for neglect or refusal to make 
these imports is a fine and forfeiture of cor- 
porate existence. 

It is astonishing how many business firms 
neglect io comply with this law. They know 
the law, and alsothe penalties for a neglect 
to comply, yet the list of delinquents Is 50 per 
cent of the whole ni ainber of corporations. In 
St. Louis the number of fdelingquents {fs 1,505; 


in Kansas City the number is 450, and in the 
State other than hansas City and 
St Touls the huniber is {36— 
a total of 2,700. There is one 
fact, however, to be considered in this 
connection: Of this 2,700 delinquents, 1,482 
there 1s reason to believe are dead, as mail 
addressed to them is returned to the Secre- 
tary uncalled for. Frequently the unclaimed 
letter bearsthe announcement of the posial 


authorities of ‘‘dead,’’ ‘‘heen dead twenty 
years,’’ *‘no such firm here,’’ and the like. 
This leaves 1,2.8 corporationsin active ex- 
istence, so faras any evidence to the con- 
trary exists, subiectto penalties for the vio- 
lation of the laws, or to put # more exact, a 
neglect of compliance.

The Neots of the United States Shown by 
| a Recant Publication. 
Wasnrk6Toy, Oct. 6.—The Bureau of Naval 
Intelligence has been for some months pre- 
paring a |b ok soon to be issued to the service 
which will be invaluable both tothe mer- 
chant m {n Ineand the navies of the world, 
The book will state in detail the localities of 
coaling istations of different governments, 
ship yards, repair stations and docks, the 
coa ab i city of the stations, quality of coal 
and other matters relatingtothe coal sup- 
ply of vefsels boundon long voyages. The 
book will show conclusively that in this 
respect the United states is far worse off than 
any othef country pretending to bea naval 


power, possessing as it does only three 
foreig n coaling stations, namely in La Pas 
Mexico: samoa and Honolt iu. 

Great HMritain has important stations In all 
her possessions, in many places where coal 
can be landed from Eng and for the use of 
her vessels of war as well as her merchant 
marine. | All of her stations are strongly 
fortified and garrisoned, asshe appreciates 
the fact that should her coal supply be seized 
in war timesa most serious blow would be 
dealt herinavy and commerce. In such case 
it would be impossible for her to get coalelse- 
whe re as all nations would declare it contra- 
bandandlrefuse tosupply belilgerent vessels. 
Jt will-beiremembered that during the chase 
of the Chillan ship, Itata, by the Charles- 
ton, Mewsico decitnéd to ailow the warship 
Esmeralda, which was @eting as the Itata’s 
consort, to coel in that country, and the ls- 
meraida ¢onseguently had to remain in Mex- 
ican waters uniilafter the Itata was surren- 
dered to/the Charleston in Chili. The book

New York, Oct. 6.—Tom O’Rourke, Man- 


, ; ager of George Dixon, saysthat the colored 


champion will fight Billy Flimmer of Eng- 
land. The conditions under which Dixon 
will agree to meet the Englishman are that 
the men shall weigh in at 112 pounds at 8 
o’ clock in the afternoon of the fight; the fight 
to be for the bantam weight championship, a 
stake of $10,000a side and a purse of $7,500. 
Plimmer says that if Dixon means business 
he will have to weigh 112 pounds at the ring- 
side. Plimmer says that O’Roarke stated 
two days ago that Dixon could fight as well 
at 122 pounds as he could at 118. If he will 
agree to these conditions I will agree to 
make the match for $10,000. 
GODDARD AFTER CORBETT. 

It is the intention of the Barrier champion, 
Joe Goddard, to bring about a meeting with 
Jim Corbett or get the championship by de- 
fault. It will be just a month next Monday 
since Billy Madden, the Australlan’s mane 
ager, deposited $1,000 as a forfeit with a 
sporting paper here to bind a match with 
the champion for $10,000 a side and the best 
purse offered, to Oct. ll. 

Unless the Californian consents to arrange 
afixht on the above mentioned conditions 
Goddard will claim the championship and 
stand ready to defend the title against all 
comers. ‘According to all rules,’’ said 
Madden, “‘a champion must be ready to de- 
fend his title when there isa necessity for 
that sort of thing. Goddard is the only man 
to challenge Corbett who has put upa sub- 
stuntial forfeit, and he demands that Corbett 
must pay some attention to his proposition 
or relinquish his hold on the championship.’’

LOCAL PUGILISTIC GOSSIP.

Mooney stated yesterday that he had been 
incorrectly reported in this respect. ‘‘I 
never authorized any such a challenge as 
that,’’ said Mike, ‘*butI do belleve,’’ said 
he, ‘‘thatI can put Sharp outin ten rounds, 
J told Sharp this on the street Monday, and 
at the same time. informed him that 
J] was not responsible for the statement 
that [could put him outin five rounds.’’ Now 
Sharp says that Mooney did not goon record 
in this manner inthe conversation they had 
Monday. ‘‘I met Mike Monday,’’ said Sharp, 
‘*and asked him what truth there was in the 
statement that he was anxious to 
demonstrate his ability to put 
me outinfive rounds. He admitted that he 
had made the talk and stood willing to stand 
by it. I will take oath tothat effect. I am 
not looking for newspaper notoriety,’’ said 
Sharp, ‘‘butaslong as I bave been dragged 
into this matter 1 donot want tobe putinan 
unpleasant :ight before the public. All I de- 
sire to say is that have ac: 
cepted Mooney’s roposition, which 
it must be remembered he admitted 
making to me, and have posted my forfeit to 
dind a match with him on his published 
terms. 

Asthe matter now stands it is purelya 
question of veracity between Mooney and 
Sharp. Mooney’s proposition appeared in 
an afternoon paper and Sharp meeting him 
afterwards says he agreed to stand by what 
he was quoted as saying. Sharp then posted 
his forfeitto bind the match. Mooney has 
since discredited the newspaper story and 
says he did not acknowledge the credibility 
of Sharp. :

AMERICAN GLOVE CONTEST RULES. 

The wide difference of opinion regarding 
the interpretation of the Marquis of Queens- 
-berry rules has led Prof. John Duffy, the 
referee of the Sullivan-Corbett fight, to put 
on paper bis ideas of the rules that should 
govern a glove contest. He strongly opposes 


all such practices as ‘‘shouldering,’’ ‘‘el- 
bowing,’’ ‘‘clinching,’’ and in fact all the 
different tactics of Seng. Prof. Duffy’s 
long experience eminently fits him for the 
task. His coce, which hecalls the ‘‘American 

Glove Contest Rules,’’ are as follows: 
1. The contestis to be a fair, stand-up boxing 
Dg, OF as nearly 
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4. Itshall be deemed a ‘‘foul’’ if one contestant 
strikes another below the belt or while the latter 
isdown. Amanisto be considered down when he 
has one knee on the floor or is lying on the ropes 
with his feet off the floor. It shall be optional 
with the referee to disqualify a boxer for the first or 
second violation of this rule. 

. When a man is down his opponent shall not be 
allowed to stand over him, but must step back at 
least six feet, the referee to measure the distance. 
Ten seconds shall be allowed a fallen boxer to re- 
gain his feet and it shall be the duty of the referee 
to count off the aforesaid ten seconds aloud. 
Should safa boxer fail to rise at the expiration of 
a seconds his opponent shall be declared the 
winner. 

6. No tampering withthe gloves shall be per- 
mitted and the referee shall examine them on the 
hands of the contestants before the contest begins 
to satisfy himself thatthe padding has not been 
comes back from the knuckles. Should a glove 

urst or come off it shall be replaced to tne referee’s 
satisfaction, A contestant shall not be allowed to 
wear shoes with spikes. 

7. Theseconds or handlers shall dono coaching 
while the contest isin progress, norshall they be 
permitted to throw water on their principal or apply 
any restoratives until the round isended. Nor shal 
the seconds be allowed in the ring excepting Guring 
the minute’s rest between the rounds. 

8. A contestant shall not be allowed to fall to avoid 
peenmens. The referee shall caution himfor a 

rstoffense against this rule and may disqualify 
such contestant for a second offense. 

9. The pivot blow shall be deemed a foul. 

The chief points in the rules are that they 
effectually bar in-fighting, and when a man 
is Knocked down afford him an opportunity 
to rise without having his adversary stand- 
ing over him. It will be remembered in the 
late Hall-Pritchard fight Hall, though the 
better man, came nearly being counted 
out, Decause when Knocked down by a blow 
that did him little harm Pritchard stood 
over him and prevented him from getting 


up. 

Corbett, McCaffrey, Wm. E. Harding of the 
Police Gazette and Warren Lewis have pro- 
nounced the rules perfect, but Sullivan, Billy 
Madden, Gus Tuttle and P. J. Donahue ob- 
jJecttothem, as they give the short range 
fighter little chance.
